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Israel vs. the world 

How cute. Almost 11 years after the fact, the 
Americans and the Israelis now say they have 
differences in their interpretation of United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 242. If it takes more 
than a decade to discover that you differ on your 
interpretation of the resolution, it will probably take 
several centuries to implement the confounded thing. 
This does not augur well for peace in the Holy Land, 
to say the least. 

Frankly, we are rather perplexed, and, unlike the 
Americans and the Israelis, we don't mind displaying 
our perplexity in public. What confounds us most, 
however, is not the Israeli attitude today that claims 
to exclude the West Bank from the framework of 
242, but rather the Western, particularly the 
American, inability to realise that what we are 
dealing with in the Israeli leadership is a collection 
of compulsive liars, professional frauds and recidivist 
deceivers. 

What is there in the Western mind that cannot 
grasp the blunt reality that a man like Menachem 
Begin who casually massacres Palestinian women 
and children will not equally casually destroy the 
fragile international, consensus that is embodied in 
Resolution 242? What psychological weakness is it 
in the Western mind that hides the fact that the 
Israelis accepted 242 over a decade ago because it 
was a convenient vehicle for their propaganda 
machinery and for their almost pathological tendency 
to defraud the international community of nations, 
to make them look like true peace-seekers? 

What is at stake today is not so much the status 
of the West Bank. That will be determined by the 
balance of power and the will of the Arabs to con- 
front the Israelis from a position of strength. Rather, 
what is at stake now in the Israeli reinterpretation 
of Resolution 242 is nothing less than the credibility 
of the collective will of the nations of this earth, as 
■ packaged in Resolution 242 and as this is attempted 
to be applied by the mediating efforts of the 
Americans. 

Once again, we have a standoff between Israel 
and the rest of the world. We are perplexed to see 
that our world is so meek, once again. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading "A Step in the Right Direction” AL RAT said 
Tuesday that His Majesty King Hussein has explained to the 
President of the Austrian Republic Jordan's attitude towards so- 
lution of the conflict in the Middle East and the main obstacle 
blocking peace efforts. 

Austria, which had always stood for just peace, certainly 
now realises, more than ever before, that Israel’s intransigence 
in respect of withdrawal from occupied Arab territories and the 
Palestinians’ rights is the major stumbling block to peace efforts 
and a just peace. .. . _ . TT . 

The newspaper adds now that the dialogue between the Uni- 
ted States administration and Menachem Begin’ s government has 
turned into defining the interpretation of the U.N. Security Co- 
uncil Resolution 242, for deuacting world opinion and wasting pe- 
ace efforts in the labyrinth of Israel's inteipretations of the said 
resolution, it has become necessary to enlist all Arab and inter- 
national energies to stop Israel’s manipulation of the internati- 
onal will as embodied in Resolution 242. 

Hence King Hussein’s call yesterday to all countries, during 
his talks with the Austrian president, to understand the serious- 
ness of the Israeli stand and consequences involved, and to bear 
their responsibilities by exerting the utmost effort to make Is- 
rael change its attitude for the sake of a just peace. 

AL DUSTOUR thinks that the expected meeting next Sun- 
day between President Jimmy Carter and Menachem Begin in 
Washington will be very difficult for many reasons among which 
are : 1. Israel’s official rejection of the American viewpoint which 
considers Resolution 242 obligatory upon Israel to withdraw from 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip; 2. The U.S. administration's 
apparent impatience over this Israeli rejection which the Ameri- 
can officials described as challenging and irresponsible; 3. Begin’ s 
refusal of an appeal by Rabbi Alexander Schindler, Head of the 
Council of major Jewish Organisations in North America to fre- 
eze the settlement projects, even temporarily, on the eve of his 
talks with the American president I 

It follows that Begin is preparing himself to go to Washing- 
ton “waving the challenge glove, in the face of President Carter, 
to let him understand that he (Begin) is stronger than the lead- 
er of the Jewish pressure forces in the United States, and that 
the key of these forces are in his hands, not in the hands of 
their leader!"

thing that they’re doing, and 
we may have a concentration 
of help in some field and then 
you get another area in which 
there are hardly any services 
at all. Basically what we era 
trying to do in the fund before 
we get anywhere is to esta- 
blish and determine where the 
services are complete in diff- 
erent fields throughout the co- 
untry, be it health, education, 
social welfare or whatever in 
the government sector, and to 
see what the private sector and 
the charitable organisations are 
contributing from their side. 
Once we have a clear picture of 
what is happening on both si- 
des, then one can proceed in 
■n organised way to offer wh- 
at services are needed. This 
has not really been done be- 
fore, and I think this is one 
of the primary aims of the fu- 
nd. 

So you will have in effect 
two roles; one wHl be a fund- 
ing role? 

Yes. 

And the other win be more 
of an organisational role, to 
coordinate and study projects? 

Absolutely. 

Win the charitable organisa- 
tions become actual members 
of the fund? 

Well, not members as such, 
but in the future when, say. 
we are financing or backing 
the work of a certain organi- 
sation, then there would be 
working committees and me- 
mbers of that organisation 
would be included in the wo- 
rking committee on that pro- 
ject We have our own board 
of directors at the moment 
Their term of office will be 
for the next three years, and 
after that we have our elect- 
ions and then we can open it 
to include maybe members 
from charitable organisations 
or from other parties which 
we see would be an asset to 
the fund. But for the time be- 
ing, it’s simply the board of 
directors and myself. 

The scope of activities of 
the fund is very wide. You 
have cultural activities and 
the whole range of social wel- 
fare activities. It sounds as 
though you are going to have 
virtually every area of social 
and cultural development un- 
der your wing. 

I hope so. I really do. There 
is an enormous amount of 
things to cover, it’s true. We 
will just have to try and pick 
out the right priorities. 

Is It really a, useful thing 
to group all these very diver' 
se activities under qpe big or- 
ganisation? 

It’s a useful thing. And I 
hope that this is what will st- 
art happening automatically 
in the future, when we start 
getting funds in. Say you ha- 
ve five charities dealing with 
the blind, and they know that 
the Queen Alia Fund Is back- 
ing 2 projects of one of the 
most active of these organisa- 
tions. I would hope that the 
other four might say, well 
then, let's coordinate with

this one and consolidate our 
work. I think that might hap- 
pen automatically, but right 
now the Queen Alia Fund 
can't lay down the law and 
say: right, now you stop wor- 
king and have one society in- 
stead of five. I think it will 
come naturally and automatic- 
ally. 

But the fund win be cover- 
ing things as diverse as com- 
puting science and child wel- 
fare. D^rft these things req- 
uire very different expertise? 

Absolutely, yes they do. But 
there would be different com- 
mittees specialised in the dif- 
ferent fields. 

Yet the funds themselves 
wfll still come centrally Into 
the Queen Alia Fund? 

The funds will be allocated 
for specific projects. You kn- 
ow, our donors would have a 
list of our projects and they 
would choose what projects 
they want to donate to. 

One of the firings you will 
be working on immediately Is 
a comprehensive social and 
cultural development plan. 
Will that be as deep and as 
broad in scope as the five-ye- 
ar economic plan for Jordan? 

I would hope that it would 
be as detailed as possible and 
serve maybe both the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare and 
the Queen Alia Fund. 

Is It correct that you plan 
to start fimd raising in Octo- 
ber of this year? 

Much sooner I hope. 

And this will be both here 
in Jordan and internationally? 

Yes. In fact, we plan to st- 
art almost immediately --bo- 
th internationally and locally. 

Do you need to have any le- 
gal groundwork prepared? 

No, all that has already be- 
en done. What we did In the 
last vear was to cover our- 
selves. and prepare everything, 
so that once the fund was 
Inaugurated then we could st- 
art work immediately, 

Could you tell us about the 
international dimensions of 
the fund-raising? 

As you probably know, our

era Include Sultan Qabus of 
Oman, Madame Giscard d’Es- 
taing.

Al! or the ro- 
unding members, I must say, 
have been extremely kind and 
generous. They are very inte- 
rested in the Queen Aim fund 
and very keen that it should 
succeed. I have had very po- 
sitive responses from them th- 
at they would actively like to 
participate, be informed of 
what is going on and help 
wherever they can. So from 
that aspect, I am very reas- 
sured and very happy, and pr- 
oud of that. 

What we are planning to 
do is enlis; the support of in- 
ternational figures who have 
contributed in their countries 
to the social field and the cul- 
tural field, whatever their iods 
or professions; I am thinking 
of people who have done <t lot 
of social work -- set up hos- 
pitals or whatever. 

You are going to set up co- 
mmittee in the United States 
that would have tax-deductib- 
le status. Are you thinking of 
setting up committees like this 
all over the world? 

In the future, maybe groups 
would be set up ail over the 
world. On one side I hope th- 
at Jordanians abroad would 
group themselves and set up 
s imilar organisations to help 
the Alia Fund. And also in the 
countries of our founding me- 
mbers, probably groups would 
be set up as well. 

What kind of help do yon 
hope to get from the Ameri- 
can group, for instance? Do 
you anticipate that they wiD 
be of help besides hi their 
fund raising? 

Well, I would be happy to 
have come over any experts 
that could be provided in the 
various fields that we hope 
to be working in. Scholarshi- 
ps are very important as well, 
because once we have our bu- 
ildings we will want people 
specialised to run them, to he- 
lp the people these institutio- 
ns are meant to serve. 

Do you anticipate yourself 
doing some international pro- 
motion, travelling and fund- 
raising? 

Yes, I would think so. I 
think that is very necessary. 

Do you have any specific 
trips 

I have got so many plans 
in ray head, but they are not 
concrete yet 

We gather you want to st- 
art with seed money of $5.5 
million. When you talk of se- 
ed money, what exactly do 
you want this Initial suzn to 
do? 

This initial sum would beg- 
in, stage one of our projects. 
So this $5.5 million, is our go- 
al; what we hope to have col- 
lected for the first stage. 

Are you fund raising for th- 
is first stage n»»niy from ab- 
road? 

Oh no, we are starting qu- 
ite actively in the next few 
weeks in Jordan as well. We 
have had a wonderful respon- 
se from, the people in Jordan 
because I think they feel th- 
at this is an idea which has 
been well thought of and well 
org anis ed, and they are hap- 
py to help. 

What kinds of fund raising 
will you be doing? WHl you 
be having, meetings, dinners, 
wfll you be having lotteries, 
for example? 

We haven't gone into that 
too much yet. Primarily in 
Jordan it’s going to be more 
personal contact We hope to 
be meeting as many people as 
we can to explain about the 
fund, what is needed in the 
country and why we see fit 
to d remote various projects. 

T think that is file most -mp- 
ortant way to go about It 
rather than to have a huge 
dinner and singing, and people 
come and donate because they 
have to and they don’t really 
know what they are donating 
for. So Fd rather have it done on 
a more serious basis. Plus, on- 
ce In a while, maybe some 
tight entertainment for our 
donors! 

Have you Identified any 
areas as top p ri or i t y areas of 
your funding? 

Well top priority areas - - 
I would rather say Immedia- 
te needs, because we can’t 
really ascertain the real prio- 
rities until we have our plan 
and that Is why it Is so im- 
portant to get that done as 


soon as possible. But there 
are three or four areas of ob- 
vious immediate need. One la 
the desert feeding stations. As 
you know the south is very 
arid and there’s a lot of mal- 
nutrition among the children 
there. And there’s a great ne- 
ed for these stations to be 
multiplied. So that is really 
a priority. That Is run now 
by the Jordanian Save the Ch- 
ildren Fund. 

What are some of the ot- 
her immediate needs? 

We would tike to see an in- 
stitution for the blind and so- 
mething that could be of ser- 
vice for file region, rather Ul- 
an just Jordan to provide tra- 
ining for teachers and also to 
cater for the huge needs of 
the blind in Jordan. Tm lear- 
ning more and more: Tm not 
very good with statistics^ un- 
fortunately. but there is a hu- 
ge need for this. 

A major theme that came 
out of Crown Prince Hassan*s 
talks during his recent vfsft to 
the U.5. Is the need for peo- 
ple to realise that whatever 
Is done In Jordan ha terms of 
soda) Investment has a reg- 
ional impact. Are you also lo- 
oking carefully at the rational 
impact of the social develop- 
ments that take place here? 



M ~Jf one gets a good 
project going, It can ser- 
ve as a pilot project for 
the area as a whole and 
a service for other Arab 
countries.-” 

I think that has to be taken 
very seriously. If one gets a 
good project 'going it can se- 
rve as a pilot project not just 
for us but for the area as 
a whole and a service for ot- 
her Arab countries. 

Do you find that this kind 
of approach to Investment In 
social development Is apprec- 
iated, or do people find this 
difficult to understa nd ? 

No. I think that It is greatly 
appreciated. And of course 
the further we get the more 
we will be accepted. 

Can we go back to the ar- 
eas of immediate need? 

Yes. We would be very he- 
en on getting scholarships for 
our people to go and train 
abroad or, vice versa, bring- 
ing expats in. The handicap- 
ped is another area we want 
to go Into very deeply. This 
will take a bit of time bec- 
ause we want to know exa- 
ctly the situation of the han- 
dicapped. That would also be 
an area of immediate importa- 
nce. 

Both the ph ysl cafly and me- 
ntaQy handicapped? 

Right, yes. 

Yon wfll also be overseeing 
the whole range of chBd we- 
lfare activities? 

Yes. The Haya Centre is 
one aspect of It Orphans is 
a very Important subject Sad- 
ly. our orphanages are sort of 
bursting at the seams. 

So say someone wanted to 
do work wHh orphans, he co- 
uld come to the Aha Fund and 
you would have an expert or 
a committee where yon can 
have a look at ever y t hing th- 
at is being done to fids field 
In JOrdan? 

Absolutely. 

And what wiH be the rela- 
tionship between, say, an or- 
phan ag e In Karak and tin fu- 
nd? WooM the food supervise 
the annual accounts of tie 
vario us grasps? 

As much as we can adopt 
fiie attitude of people helping 
themselves, this is very Imp- 
ortant. If one saw an organi- 
sation which was running very 
well, then obviously we wo- 
uld bade this group of peo- 
ple. But one doesn't want to 
let people rely on the fund 
too much because there are 
many things to be done and 
one would want to spread

that is just concentrating os 
one specific thing. So I would 
see maybe in a few years pe- 
ople would donate to the Alla 
Fund and we would circulate 
the funds out accordingly, ba- 
sed co plans, based an studies 
of what is needed where. 

Do you envisage having qu- 
ite a Mg staff on the fond? 

As the fUnd expands the st- 
aff will have to expand, yes.

We understand the fund wi- 
ll be responsible for the Wh- 
ole area of the petitions that 
are presented to IBs Majesty. 
How wifi this be organised? 

Well, each case Is studied 
Individually by the Fund’s st- 
aff and would be redirected 
to the right person or group.

How dosefy wfi you be wo- 
rking with go ve rnment depar- 
tments on the foumeiwgi aide 
of firing ^? Because oMondf 
file fund wfB receive some of 
fiie burden of finance from the 
government. 

A lot of organisations have 
given us help with their stu- 
dies and with the materials 
that they have available, such 
as statistics. But once the fu- 
nds start coming in, we will 
have to coordinate and it will 
be to our advantage to do so. 

Have you thought of sharing 
the expertise that you deve- 
lop in the ABa Fond with so- 
me of. the neighbouring Arab 
countries? 

Certainly. 

The fund is essential? a 
private or g a ni s ati o n; ft hff 
hooked up with the mSnwrf 
budget? 

No, we are not a government 
institution; absolutely not, th- 
ough like any charity we have 
to be registered with the De- 
partment of Social Welfare. 

From your experience to lo- 
cal social work, what do you 
fed are the strong points and 
die weak points in tho exflst- 
fog programmes here? 

I think organisation is the 
thing most needed. People are 
willing and enthusiastic. Maybe 
we are a bit too hasty some- 
times. But I am proud of the 
spirit that people have in Jor- 
dan to help ami to contribute.' 
The more organised we beco- 
me the better, -- hot that I 
would like to waste time on 
plans. This should be done 
rapidly and efficiently, but it

Do you plan si- 
milar strategies? 

Yes, the place could be used 
let's say, for the children in the 
morning and for the mothers to 
train or whatever, in sewing 
or child care, in the afternoon 
And maybe the old people could 
come.

Is the Jordan dinar overvalued? 


Two years ago, I had the privilege of going 
to Switzerland to attend a meeting. The me- 
mory of that visit almost faded away but was 
revived again by my visit to Switzerland this 
week. Two years ago, the Jordan dinar bought 
me almost eight Swiss Francs; now it buys less 
than six. 

The Swiss economy passed through a period 
of decline during those last two years. Their 
watch industry, construction activity and 
tourism, to name but few, underwent setbacks. 
Despite that the franc managed to appreciate 
by about 30 per cent vis a vis the JD during 
those two years. 

The Swiss Franc may be beld together by 
the fact that the Swiss authorities are strictly 
managing money supply and keeping tbeir 
rate of price increase at the enviable two per 
cent limit. 

The Jordan Dinar on the other hand has 
appreciated slightly in relation to the dollar, 
but whose currency has not? Yet our internal 
situation is different from that of Switzerland. 

Jordan’s balance of trade is increasingly 
suffering from wider deficits. The expected 
deficit of 1977 is expected to be around JD 
300 million. 

Moreover, the average price increase in 
Jordan has been around 17 per cent over the 
last three years. Money Supply has been in- 
creasing at a more than 20 per cent over the 
fiaige period 


The government's budget is In growing 
deficit and its financing Is becoming more 
dependent on foreign aid. 

The credit situation is tightening at a time 
when industrial ventures and other productive 
enterprises require it- This situation is further 
accentuated by people’s rising proclivity to 
hoard. This is becoming especially true in the 
West Bank where most Jordan Dinars are 
finding their way to Israeli hands. This is so 
because the deficit of the West Bank with 
Israeli is growing. This deficit is financed by 
East Bank’s deficit with the West Bank. 

Therefore our external balance is not com- 
patible with our internal one. While the value 
of the Jordan Dinar is diminishing in the local 
market, its external value is maintained by 
shrewd and conservative foreign exchange 
policy. 

Now that Jordan is becoming more and 
more export-oriented, the import level is ris- 
ing at an alarming speed, people are hoard- 
ing, the government's deficit is increasing, is 
not it time that the Jordan Dinar is recon- 
sidered for purposes of devaluation? 

Maybe the best course towards that is to 
use indirect and gradual depreciation. Yet it 
must be done with deftness and secrecy. 
Otherwise, capital smugglers might exchange 
it for foreign exchange deposits abroad... 

This is not an easy decision. Its advantages 
are couched with uncertainties. Yet l believe it 
is worth consideration. 


King Hussein will make nation 
wide address on Teacher’s Day 


AMMAN, March 7 (J.T.). — His Majesty 
King Hussein will address the nation 
next Saturday on the occasion of the 
Teachers Day celebrations. During a ce- 
remony at the teachers housing project 
at Marj AI Hamam, on the outskirts of 
Amman, the King will distribute title 
deeds for 114 housing units to the bene- 
ficiary teachers. 

The Director General of the Housing 
Corporation, Mr. Hamduliah Al Nabulsi 
said the distribution of the deeds will be 
in implementation of His Majesty’s ins- 
tructions to provide school teachers, all 
over the country, with adequate bousing 
accomodation. 

The project includes 19 buildings con- 
sisting of 114 apartments. Each apart- 


ment has an area of 120 square metres 
with two bedrooms and other amenities. 

The project also includes a nursery, 
a market centre, a post office and a 
pharmacy along with water, electricity 
and sewage services. A nearby plot of 
land has been earmarked for a school. 

The project’s total cost amounted to 
JD 675,000. A beneficiary pays a mon- 
thly instalment of JD 34,500 towards 
his apartment’s value of JD 6,156. The 
first instalment, however, will be 
JD 616. 

Housing projects for school teachers 
in other parts of the Kingdom, including 
Zarqa and Irbid, will start within the 
next three months.

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Kuwaiti oil minister 
calls for substantial

KUWAIT, March 7 (R). — Kuwaiti Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa A1 
Sabah today called for a substantial increase in oil prices. In an interview 
published in the English-language Kuwait dally Arab Times, Sheikh Ali said 
Kuwait, which was trying to convene an emergency OPEC price meeting, 
was losing at least one million dollars a day.

Al Oteiba suggests Saudi, 
Kuwaiti, UAE currencies 
be included in basket 

ABU DHABI, March 7 (R). — United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) Oil Minister Mane* Al Oteiba today proposed 
that the currencies of three Arab oil-exporting countries 
form part of a basket of currencies to which the price 
of petroleum should be linked. 

Dr. Al Oteiba yesterday called for replacement of the 
fluctuating U.S. dollar as the sole currency for oil pri- 
ces. At a seminar here today he said the Saudi rial 
should account for 10 per cent of the currency basket 
and the Kuwaiti and UAE currencies another five per 
cent each. 

Quoted by the official Emirates News Agency, he 
said up to 70 per cent of the basket should be calculat- 
ed in the currencies of industrialised states such as the 
United States, West Germany, Great Britain, France, 
Japan and Canada. 

Gold would represent the re maining 10 per cent, 
the UAE oil minister said. 

Dr. Al Oteiba said yesterday that under his proposal 
oil prices would still be expressed in U.S. dollars but 
would be regularly adjusted to reflect the fluctuation of 
the UJ5. currency to the proposed basket.

Kuwait was among a majo- 
rity of OPEC states at Doha 
which vigorously opposed Sau- 
di Arabia's attempts to limit 
any price increase to five per 
cent- Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates then 
spirt from the majority but the 
two sides realigned prices in 
July last year at 10 per cent 
above the 1976 price.

U.S. oil stockpiling 
falls behind schedule 

WASHINGTON. March 7 
(AP). — The U.S. Department 
of Energy said yesterday the 
storage of a strategic petro- 
leum reserve which began last 
year got off to a slower start 
than planned. 

Energy Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger journeyed to Lou- 
isiana last July to start oil 
flowing into the first of several 
underground caverns which are 
to be filled with petroleum as 
an emergency supply. 

At the time, the department 
planned to pump some 250 mil- 
lion barrels of oil into under- 
ground storage by the end of 
1978, but the plan has fallen 
behind schedule. 

The department now esti- 
mates the strategic stockpile 
may contain between 125 mil- 
lion flood 160 million barrels of 
oil underground by the end of 
this year. 


Researchers study gypsum as potential 
low-cost Third World building material

LONDON. (LPS) — Since so- 
me African and Middle East 
countries have plentiful supp- 
lies of gypsum, Britain's Buil- 
ding Research Establishment 
(BRE) has launched an inves- 
tigation into its potential as 
a low cost building material. 
Such international technical 
aid in the building field has a 
special value if it leads to the 
substitution of local materials 
for expensive imported goods. 

Cement is likely to remain 
the basic material, particular- 
ly In urban areas and for ma- 
jor construction projects. How- 
ever, Its manufacture and tra- 
nsport are expensive and where 
there is no local production im- 
porting is a drain on precious 
foreign exchange. Success In 
the search for alternative ma- 
terials would stimulate self 
help housing, particularly in 
remote rural areas. 

Supply exceeds demand 

Gypsum --or calcium sul- 
phate - - is an abundant ma- 
terial used for hand plaster- 
ing internal wall surfaces and 


for the manufacture of plast- 
erboard. It also is used in sm- 
all quantities as an additive 
to slow the setting of Portl- 
and cement mixes in some 
building processes. Readily av- 
ailable deposits throughout 
much of the developing world 
far outweigh current demand. 

Gypsum is mixed easily and 
if subjected to a simple heat 
treatment --the maximum te- 
mperature is about 170 degre- 
es C. so that energy consump- 
tion is low - -is converted in- 
to a substance that, when mi- 
xed with water, easily is sha- 
ped or moulded into blocks 
which set hard. Although gyp- 
sum is slightly soluble in wa- 
ter this does not rule out its 
use externally. Special build- 
ing designs and waterproofing 
of the block surfaces can over- 
come this problem. 

As a first step the BRE 
scientists at Garston north of 
London, are checking the cri- 
tical limits of the roasting pr- 
ocess. They then will design 
simple kilns that can be asse- 
mbled quickly where they are 
to be used. 

If small scale local produc- 
tion becomes possible It will 


cut the material and transport 
costs that have impeded effe- 
ctive do-it-yourself housebuil- 
ding in many rural communi- 
ties. 

Adapting bonding design 

Next the research team will 
adapt basic low cost housing 
designs so that where gypsum 
blocks are used they are not 
exposed to erosion by rain or 
rising damp. Where some ex- 
posure is Inevitable this will 
be countered by waterproofing 
agents applied to the surfaces 
of the blocks. 

Having established the via- 
bility of gypsum as a building 
material the possibility of mi- 
xing it with other materials to 
form panels will be investiga- 
ted. hi the BRFs view pumice 
mixed with gypsum could yi- 
eld a valuable lightweight ag- 
gregate block. This would be 
especially significant for Ken- 
ya since she has rich deposits 
of both materials. 

In other areas a reinforce- 
ment mix with naturally occ- 
urring fibres has possibilities. 
Among products under consi- 
deration for testing are sisal, 
rice husks and bagasse. 


Manufacturers of •ohr co Bo do n -- device s which coavert 
the sun’s rays into useable heat -- spfit them into two groups, 
the concentrating collector and the fist collector. In conven- 
tional collectors, various reflectors or lenses capture the rays. 
Flat collectors absorb there through a black metal surface 
and transform them Into heat.

Algeria^ Kayed Ahmad Am hi Rabat 

RABAT, (R) — Mr. Kayed Ahmad, former Algerian Finance 
Minister and an opponent of President Houari Baumedtenna 
since 1972, died suddenly in Rabat Sunday the Moroccan ne- 
ws agency MAP reported yesterday. He was 56. Mr. Kayed 
Ahmad supported the bloodless coup in 1965 against Mr. Ah- 
mad Ben Bella and Joined the Algerian Revolutionary Coun- 
cil as minister of finance and planning. From 1967 to 1972 
he was chief of the Front do Liberation National (FIN), in 
December, 1972 he broke with his dose friend President Bo- 
umedlenne accusing him of betraying the Algerian revolution. 
He has since lived in vohinary exile in Europe and Morocco 

Swedenborg's skull Is sold 

LONDON (AP). — A skull believed to be that of Swedish 
writer and theologian Emanuel Swedenborg was auctioned 
Monday at Sotheby’s for £1,500. It was bought by the Royal 
Academy of Science In Stockholm and presumably will be 
attached to Swedenborg’s remains which are on display in, 
Sweden. The price was about half the pre-sale estimate, a 
Sotheby's spokesman said. The skull was sent for sale anon- 
ymously fay a collector in Wales along with a collection of 
books by Swedenborg. Swedenborg, born in 1689 and whose 
followers founded the New Jerusalem Church and became 
known as Swedenborgiins, died in London In 1772, and a few 
years later Ms grave was robbed and the skull stolen. In 1908 
the rest of his remains were removed at the request of the 
Swedish government and are now ftx Uppsala Cathedral. 

Ireland’s MacLiammoir dies 

DUBLIN, Ireland (AP), — Mlcheal (cq) MacLiammoir, one of 
Ireland’s greatest actors, died here Monday night at the age 
of 78, his friends announced. Mr. MacLiammoir was a man of 
many talents -- a wit and noted conversationalist as well as 
a director, designer and author. His career spanned the bre- 
adth of Irish drama, and many of his published poems and 
stories appeared in Gaelic. Mr. MacLiammoir had been ill 
for three years following brain surgery resulting from a bad 
fall at bis Dublin home. In a recent Interview, he sakh *Tm 
growing tired of Ufe but death still holds no attractions." Mr. 
MacLiammoir was director of the Dublin Gate Theatre since 
1928 and designed and acted in more than 300 productions 
there.

LAWRENCEVTLLE, Georgia (AP). — Larry Flynt the 34-ye- 
ar-old head of a pornography empire who recently declared 
he had found God, was shot in the stomach and critically 
wounded Monday outside a courthouse where he was being 
tried on obscenity charges. Herald Fahringer, an attorney for 
the owner of Hustler magazine, said the gunman jumped into 
a car and sped off after the attack in this town 30 miles nor- 
theast of Atlanta. Police said they had no suspects. Accord- 
ing to doctors Mr. Flynt was “in surgery for more than four 
hours ...quite critical ... but somewhat stable" One of Mr. 
Flyn’t visitors was evangelist Ruth Carter Stapleton. Presi- 
dent Carter's younger sister, who Flynt had credited with his

World debts getting an edge on Western shipping 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Mar- 
ch 7 (AP). — A clear warning 
to the rich nations to help ease 
the poor countries’ growing 
debts, now at a staggering 
$250 billion, marked tile open- 
ing of a ministerial meeting in 
Geneva yesterday. 

Trade ministers from the 
Third World told the 116-na- 
tkra board of UNCTAD that 
something must be done quick- 
ly to waive or ease the situa- 
tion or relations between in- 
dustrialised and developing na- 
tions may suffer. 

“The problem of debt can- 
not be wished away... if the 
questions we pose ourselves 
remain unsolved, we would be 
overtaken by events more pain- 
ful and dangerous to interna- 
tional economic cooperation,” 
said Sri Lanka Trade Minister 
Lalith Athulathmudali. 

Mr. Athulathmudali was un- 
animously elected president of 
the week-long conference of 
the Board of the U.N. Confer- 
ence on Trade and Develop- 
ment, the developing countries 
major United Nations forum. 

Awata Bwalum, Trade Min- 
ister of Zaire, said the prob- 
lem of the debts of developing 
countries “is not a purely fin- 
ancial question between lender 
and borrower. 

“It embraces the whole un- 
derlying philosophy of interna- 
tional economic cooperation 
and must be seen in the con- 
text of the establishment of 
the new international economic 
order," he said. 

The industrialised countries 
did not take the floor on the 
first day of the conference. 

The advanced Western sta- 
tes who have lent the money 
have recently expressed more 
sympathy with their poor nei- 
ghbours’ problems in trying to 
repay them. But most rich 
governments oppose a general 
waiving of debts for an entire 
group of countries. 

What most industrialised 
states have proposed is that 
each case should be carefully 
studied and decided on the 
merits of its special situation. 

Diplomats here doubt the 
Geneva conference can lead to 
any agreement on a general 
formula for international debt 
reform. Some countries - - 
Canada, Sweden, the Nether- 
lands and Switzerland - - have 
sharply eased or waived some 
credits to the poorest nations.

NORFOLK, Virginia, (R) — 
The expansion of Russia’s 
merchant marine fleet Is wor- 
rying NATO's naval comman- 
ders. They fear it is becom- 
ing a strategic threat to the 
Western Alliance. 

The fleet has increased mo- 
re than five fold during the 
past 15 years, to a present 
strength of some 1,700 ves- 
sels, according to NATO sou- 
rces. 

Admiral Isaac Kidd, the bu- 
rly, chain-smoking American 
head of NATO’s huge Atlan- 
tic Command which covers the 
area from the North Pole to 
the Tropic of Cancer, admits 
his worries. 

He feds there is a danger 
that Alliance countries might 
become over-dependent on So- 
viet ships to haul their goods. 

Before long, he said, the wo- 
rld will find itself in the posi- 
tion of having to go to the 
Soviet: Union for cargo space 
in their ships. 

Hie admiral was speaking 
at his headquarters here. 

Fostering the dripping crisis 

Alliance sta teg is ts say that 
the more than 20 million tons 
of Soviet cargo and fishing 
ships --up from only 3.5 mi- 
llion tons in 1960 -- contrib- 
ute significantly to the cau- 
ses of the current world ship- 
building crisis. 

The shipping slump, caused 
by the world -wide economic 
recession and consequent ov- 
ercapacity, will not be helped 
by the current Soviet five-ye- 
ar plan which calls for the 
construction of another five 
million tons of mercantile shi- 
pping. 

The strategists say that si- 
nce the 16 Soviet shipping li- 
nes do not operate on a pro- 
fit-and-loss basis, they do not 
have to lay up ships as do 
Western lines because of lade 
of business. 

In fact the Russians offer 
cut-rate prices for shipping 
cargo and have taken over 
much trade between NATO 
countries at the expense of 
Western ships. 

Fear of shrinking fleets 

NATO’s naval commanders 
are worried that the merch- 
ant fleets of the Alliance na- 
tions wlli shrink beyond a mi- 
nimum strategic requirement 
as a result of the shipping cr- 
isis and price undercutting by 


the Soviet Union. 

NATO would need thousa- 
nds of ships to reinforce and 
resupply Western Europe from 
the United States in the event 
of an East-West war. 

Admiral Kidd said the Wes- 
tern merchant fleets were al- 
ready being reduced by the 
Soviet drive for economic su- 
periority over the West 

The Alliance would need 
6,000 cargo ships to cross the 
Atlantic each month, taking 
food and goods as well as tr- 
oops mid military equipment 
to Western Europe during a 
war between NATO and the 
Warsaw Pact countries, he sa- 
id. 

Flag of no confidence 

NATO countries al present 
owned about 10,000 ships but 
some 25 per emit of them we- 
re flag of convenience ships. 

"With what amount of con- 
fidence can we count on these 
flag of convenience ships to 
turn up at the right place and 
the right time (to pick up re- 
supply cargo for NATO Euro- 
pe)?*' asked the admiral, who 
also commands American At- 
lantic forces. 

Otter senior officers at 
NATO headquarters here said 
the Alliance was not count- 
ing on many of the ships, al- 
though belonging to individilr- 
als and companies in NATO 
countries, taking part in the 
resupply operation. 

For one thing the crews cm 
the ships mostly come from 
non-NATO nations. It is thou- 
gh unlikely they would want 


to risk thdr lives trying to 
cross the Atlantic during war 
In the face of y Sovlet submar- 
ines, surface ships and warpl- 
anes. 

Discounting the flag of con- 
venience ships leaves the Alli- 
ance with a total of about 
7,500 cargo ships, only 1,500 
more Chan Admiral Kidd’s co- 
mmand thinks wfll be necess- 
ary to get vital supplies to 
Europe. 

This provides the operation 
with a cushion to absorb los- 
ses, and Admiral Kidd says 
“there are going to be grie- 
vkms losses.” 

Tough tight 

This is because the Soviet 
Union, along with Its merch- 
ant fleet, has built up during 
the past 15 years a huge navy 
which NATO expects would 


put up a tough fight to stop 
the NATO supplies and equip- 
ment reaching Western Euro- 
pe. 

Naval intelligence officers 
here said they expected the 
Russians would deploy an en- 
ormous force of more ttan 
50 surface raiders and more 
than 200 submarines into the 
Atlantic at the start of any 
hostilities. 

Admiral Kidd complained 
that Western countries, inclu- 
ding NATO members, were 
building Soviet merchant shi- 
ps, thus freeing Russian ship- 
yards to build missile cruisers 
and destroyers. 

He said the Russians were 
saying in effect: "We’ll buM 
the tools of war and well 
get our friends, anybody who 
wants to do business with as. 
to build the merchant ship*-*

Airport tafonBStkw (AIW - ma 
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Rhodesia mounts big 
anti-guerrilla attack 
on Zambian territory 

LUSAKA, March 7 (Agencies). — Rhodesia has launched an air and 
ground attack on Zambia and fighting has been continuing for the past 24 
hours, state-owned Zambia Radio said today. Quoting a government 
spokesman the radio said Rhodesian forces using jets, helicopters and 
ground troops had crossed into Zambia close to the Mozambique border at 
Luangwa, formerly Feira, 210 kms. south-west of Lusaka. 


The radio said the Rhodesi- 
ans crossed the Zambesi River 
yesterday morning and fight- 
ing was still going on. Zambian 
troops were containing the 
"unprovoked and indiscriminate 
attack," the radio said. It made 
no mention of casualties. 

In Salisbury, Rhodesian Mi- 
litary Headquarters today re- 
fused to comment on reports of 
the attack. 

Nationalist sources in Lusa- 
ka said it was believed that 
the Rhodesians had attacked a 
camp of guerrillas from Mr. 
Joshua Nkomo's Zimbabwe Af- 
rican People’s Union (ZAPU), 
who are based in Zambia. 

A presidential spokesman in 
Lusaka declined to go into de- 
tail about the attack, apparent- 
ly the biggest Rhodesian raid 
in recent years on Zambia. 

Zambia Radio said the fight- 
ing was on Zambian soil. 

The attack follows last we- 
ek’s signing of an internal set- 
tlement agreement between 
Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith 
and moderate black leaders, 
excluding the Patriotic Front 
guerrilla alliance led by Mr. 
Nkomo and Mr. Robert Mug- 
abe. 

Western analysts said the 
unprecedented duration of the 
reported raid appeared to indi- 
cate that Mr. Smith was em- 


barking on a policy of much 
harsher confrontation with 
Zambian-based guerrillas and 
bad abandoned hope of wooing 
Mr. Nkomo back to Salisbury 
to join the internal settlement. 

In the past, the Rhodesians 
have concentrated attacks on 
Mr. Mugabe's Mozambique-ba- 
sed guerrillas. 

But over the past 15 months, 
Mr. Nkomo has built up a gro- 
wing force of an estimated 
8.000 men. Analysts said it 
appeared Mr. Smith had order- 
ed his troops to try to prevent 
large numbers of these guer- 
rillas from entering Rhodesia. 

Mr. Nkomo and Mr. Mugabe 
are both in New York for the 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil debate on Rhodesia. 

U.N. debates Rhodesia 

Meanwhile, African states 
opening the debate on Rhode- 
sia in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council last night warn- 
ed Britain and the United Sta- 
tes against the newly signed 
Internal agreement and urged 
that the council reject it. 

The debate, requested by the 
49-nation African group, seem- 
ed aimed to force the two Wes- 
tern powers, authors of a plan 
of their own for black majo- 
rity rule in Rhodesia, to den- 


ounce the agreement for a 
black-dominated government.

Antarctic fossil find 
indicates world was 
one giant continent 

By Pieter Kieraan 

WASHINGTON, March 7 (R). — A cache of fossils dating 
back to the Triassfc period about 230 million years ago has 
been found in Antarctica, the U.S. National Science Founda- 
tion announced last week. 

The fossils, some of the best dues ever discovered to the 
norms of life on. earth mare than 200 million years ago, were 
sent in the cargo hold of a ship from Antarctica to America 
for further study. 

Some of the fossils -- which include complete skeletons 
-- are believed to represent species of animals now extinct 
that represented a step in the evolution of mammals from 
reptilian and amphibian life forms. 

“We really don't know what we’ve got until we can exa- 
mine the fossils more dosely," said Dr. John Cosgriff, head 
of the joint American-Australlan expedition which made the 
find. 

“However, we are almost sure that some of them are new 
species." 

pr. Cosgriff, who returned to his offices at Wayne State 
University from Antarctica recently, told Reuter some of the 
116 fossils were the size of present-day deer. 

“We don’t really know what they looked like," he said. 
“But they had shorter legs than deer and may already have 
begun to grow a few scraggly hairs." 

Some of the species discovered are similar to others found 
in areas as far apart as .India, Australia and Africa and lend 
weight to the theory that at one time all the continents of 
the world were one giant land mass. 

"It was a very different world at that time,” said Dr. Cos- 
griff, who returned from the Antarctic ice fields in January. 
“And the better we understand the past, the better we can 
understand the present." 

The past. In terms of the Triassic period, was more than 
220 million years before the advent of man and several mil- 
lion years before the first dinosaur emerged. At that time, 
the South Pole was probably in a different part of the world 
and enioyed sub-tropical or at least temperate weather. 

Today, the area of the Cumulus Hills where the fossils 
were discovered is a forbidding, windswept region about 720 
km. southeast of McMurdo Station, the principal U.S. scienti- 
fic outpost on Antarctica. 

"The weather was really verv good,” said Dr. Coseriff. “It 
was sunny most of the time and the temperatures got up to 
minus nine to minus six degrees Centigrade. 

He said the scientific party camped on a placler and roa- 
med Into the hills, where the major finds were made in an 
area of 26 sq. kms. 

It was a rich fossil region, “probably an area where stre- 
ams came together, a natural entrapment for animal carcas- 
ses,” Dr. Cosgriff added. 

The six crates of snecimens, weighing about 6^0 kes.. are 
expected to reach the U.S. some rime in April They will to 
to Wavne State University in Michigan, where Dr- Cosgriff 
and his associates will studv them more closelv. 

He said many of the specimens were shinned in the mrk 
in wh’ch they were discovered to avoid breaking up comp- 
lete skeletons.

— World Jewish leaders campaign- 
ing for “improved conditions” for Jews in the Soviet Union accused Moscow 
yesterday of propagating official anti-semitism and warned of a possible new 
wave of arrests of Jewish activists. 

“We have the strong feeling that we are on the brink of something very 
dangerous indeed,” said Mrs. Charlotte Jacobson of New York, a member of 
the steering committee of the Brussels Conference on Soviet Jewry. The com- 
mittee has concluded an annual meeting here at which it heard “a devastat- 
ing report” on the rise of anti-Semitism in the Soviet media over the past year, 
Mrs. Jacobson told a news conference. However, members of the committee 
also noted an increase in Jewish emigration and a drop in the number of activ- 
ists imprisoned for Jewish or emigration activities. 

Emigration was up in 1977 by 1,600 over the previous year, reaching ne- 
arly 17,000 people. The number of “prisoners of conscience" had been halved 
from a 1 few years ago. 


Only camels disturb Sinai’s 
early warning detectors 


By Larry Thoison 

MITLA PASS, Sinai (AP) — 
It rained not long ago, and 
foe Americans here recall the 
rare occurrence as a “real gu- 
lly-washer”. 

Otherwise it is so calm that 
a herd of camels causes a stir 
in this graveyard of past Ar- 
ab- Israeli wars. “There's not 
much to do\here,” said Frank 
Heckert, manning the watch 
station on a cliff overlooking 
the western entrance to the 
Mttla Pass. Heckert, 29, and 
Le baron Kincade, 29, both 
Americans, monitor radio sig- 
nals from sensitive seismic 
detectors buried at carefully 
plotted locations to give early 
warning if either Israel or Eg- 
ypt launch an attack in the 
pass. 

Their log showed that 11 
vehicles, ail on authorised bu- 
siness. had travelled the Mitla 
Pass Road in the first two ho- 
urs of their 12-hour shift If 
the two men happened to mi- 
ss seeing a truck go by, the 
radio beeps to alert them, and 


small marks, etched onto slo- 
wly rolling graph paper, can 
give the approximate weight, 
speed and direction of travel 
of the vehicle. 

Camels, though they have 
been moving through the pass 
for centuries, are not on the 
programme. 

“Camels play hell with the 
sensor field,” conceded Leam- 
on Hunt, a Foreign Service 
officer and director of the Si- 
nai field mission. Hunt was 
interviewed in the modem mo- 
tel-like headquarters on a wi- 
ndy plateau as the mission 
approached the second anniv- 
ersary of its start-up late last 
month. 

Camel confusion 

The mission’s four sensor 
fields monitor both ends of 
the Gidi and Mitla Passes, st- 
rategic throughway s 30 kms. 
east of the Suez Canal. Hunt 
said if a herd of camels starts 
grazing through the sparse 
vegetation of a sensor field, 
the monitors get confusing, ra- 


ndom signals. 

In addition, it is assumed 
that the valuable animals are 
accompanied by their owners, 
desert bedouin who have used 
the passes for centuries to cr- 
oss the peninsula. 

Touring the area, an Assoc- 
iated Press correspondent gli- 
mpsed two herds of camels. 
No bedouin were seen, but an 
escort officer pointed to the 
harness on one of the beasts 
as evidence of ownership. 

"You can assume the owner 
is near and he wouldn’t like 
it if you started messing with 
his camels,” said Jim Shephe- 
rd, another American. “The 
bedouin usually are armed. A 
United Nations helicopter bu- 
zzed one of the herds, and 
the camels broke off their pl- 
acid grazing to trot about In 
graceful confusion. 

How to report camels 

In headquarters later, a su- 
pervisor was overheard corre- 
cting someone about the “pro- 
per procedure for reporting 


camel intrusion” and that se- 
emed to be the day’s mild do- 
se of excitement. 

Despite boredom 

Boredom is a constant wor- 
ry but Hunt said 80 per cent 
•of the staff volunteered to ex- 
tend their tours for at least 
a short time. Working here 
are 23 Foreign Service officers 
and 138 contract employees 
supplied by E-Systems, a firm 
in Greenville, Texas. 

All are civilians, and the E- 
Systems people make a min- 
imum of $25,000 a year. 

Hunt described the mission 
as a “unique marriage of gov- 
ernment and private enterpri- 
se” working in a tense place 
between . two nations technic- 
ally at war.
